On Tuesday last Mr Furman spoke at Clay~ 
ton, Kabun county, during the recess of court 
and occupied the full one hour and a half in the 
delivery of his speech. 

WHOLESALE ABUSE OF ATLANTA. 

Senator Furman directed the greater part of 
his speech directly against the citiz-ns and city 
of Atlanta and poured forth his trade in an 
unetinted strain. A few samples may euffice to 
put the people of Atlanta upon notice of the 
character of campaigu is waged against them. 

He denounced Atlanta as being a particip:tor 
and beneficiary in all the despicabie doings of 
the radical government and pronounced her 
unrepresentative of the true spirit and charac- 
ter of the people of Georgia. 

He declared her proposition to be a trick, and 
siid it was gotten up by men who owned prop- 
erty adjacent to the city hail lot, and who, 
knowing that the city could not build a capitol. 
were cepending upon the state to do 80 and 
thereby greatly enhanced their private property. 

As to the legality or good faitn of the prope- 
sition, he denied both intoto,and declared that 
it was not endorsed by th taxpayers, and that 
any attempt to enforce it would be enjoined, 
and that the law would sustain the injuncticn. 
He declared that, even if it was made in good 
faith, the city was not able. financially, to carry 
out her promises. To prove thir, he cited the 
debt and made a remarkabie caiculition to show 
that the citizens of ‘tlania had to p'y eight 
times greater tax upon the dollar of property 
than their other fellow-citizens of the state 
The people of Atlanta he declared to be groan 
ing under this enormous burden, and assured 
his hearers that these people would uot submit 
to the spevding of more money, and the levy of 
more money to build a capitol. 

The health of Atlanta was pronounced to be 
in a frightful condition. He declared that an 
¢pidemic of typhoid was prevailing in Atlanta 
and that his own cousin was lying sick of it in 
that city, and Was nearly atthe point of death 
This unhealthy condition was ther suit of a 
lack of proper drainage, which the ci'y’s dread- 
ful financial condition would not al owww be 
accomplished. 

He made a long and rambling argument to 
prove tbat the commercial! interests of Atlanta 
were opposedto the extension of the Northeast 
Georgia reilroad, and sought to convince his 
audierce that the Atiantese were the real 
stumbling biccks in the way of the governor's 
endorsing the bonds of the company. This atfair 
was dwe!t upou considerably. 

Many similar statements were made about 
Atlanta aod her people, all of which were given 
in the most unblushing style and with great 
vehemence. The speech made an impression 
upon but few, yet there were seme persous pres- 
ent who had not kept up with the progress of 
the times and the history of Atlanta w know 
the right amount of eredit due to these state- 
mens, 

THKLY WERE DEMOLISHED, 
however, by Mr. Sam W. Small. of Atlanta, who 
spoke on Wednesday to a larger audience. Mr. 
Simall took up every statement made by Mr. 
Furman aud plainly and fully refuted the whole 
of theian. He dealt in factsand figures that 
were indisputabie, and fully convinced his hear 
ers Of the justice of his cause and the honest 
mauner in which its advocacy was conducted, 
The large crowd listened to Mr Smal! with 
great attention, and frequently app/auded his 
glowing review of the briliiant aud honorable 
record of the city and people of Atlanta. He 
turned the battery of ridicule upou the senti- 
meutal portions ot Furman’s speech, and con- 
vulsed the crowd with laughter by his delines- 
tious of the humorous side of the question. 
The speech wasa complete and triumphant 
exbortatiou of the ‘‘true inwardness’’ of the

THE NEEDLE EN ROUTE, 


Incidents of the Ccean Trip Previous 
to the Accident, 


London Daily News. 

The Daily News has been favored by 
Mr. John Dickson with the following 
interesting narrative of the voyage of 
the Cleopatra, which, in tow of the 
Olga, is bringing Cleopatra’s needle to 
England. The letter is from Mr. Dick- 
son’s brother, who is accompanying the 
expedition. It is dated “Screw-steamer 
Olga, nearing Algiers, 2d October :”’ 

Our voyage hitherto has been suc- 
cessful, though slow, and the Cleopatra 
behaves splendidly—seems light as a 
cork, rising to every wave, but pitch-~ 
ing tremendously. Ihave counted as 
any as seventeen times a minute 
that her nose has been under water,and 
then ten or twelve feet above it; but in 
the worst weather she doesn’t show a 
sign ot rolling. Of course all the seas 
we have had haye been head or follow- 
ing seas, and none abeam. I’m afraid 
Carter will think that she is too. stiff, 
but this he cdn remedy by throwing 
some ballast overboard if necessary. 
The drum on the bows acts as asplendid 
break water, and takes all the force of a 
head sea from the front of the cabin. 

We are towing her now with nearly 
the full length of the wire rope out, 
and she steers {first rate. We had some 
trouble at first in calm weather with 
the shorter cable, when she “yawed’”’ 
about terribly, but they tightened up 
the steering chains, and with more rope 
she now foilows straight in our wake. 
She offers much more resistance to the 
seathan I anticipated, and, | think, 
would have been better with sharper 
bow and stern. She drives the water 
off her bows even in fine weather in a 
mass of foam, and her stern is all in 
broken water. With favorable wind 
sne carries sail, but it does not appear 
to help her much. The maximum 
speed that we have attained is a little 
over six knots with favorable wind, 
which is two knots or two and a half 
less than the Olga’s usual speed when 
heavily loaded, but a head wind brings 
us down below five at once. 

We have had but one casualty, which 
occurred on Sunday night last, 3lst 
ult., at 10 p. m., when Carter signalled 
“Stop, want assistance,’ and it was 
soon evident that the tow line had 
parted from the Cleopatra and hung 
down over her stern. It took some 
time to haul in the wire rope by means 
of purchase tackle and s‘eam winch at 
first and then by hand, When the end 
came up we found the thimble on the 
end of the tow line was gone, and the 
eye broken threugh, doubtless from the 
constant wear on the bridle, and per- 
haps rendering of the chain through 
her during the last four days’ 
heavy pitching had worn through the 
thimble and then soon cut the wire 
rope. We turned the rope end for end, 
so as to give the other end to Carter. 
This was not done much before mid- 
night, when we wade up to the Cleo. 
patra, and asthe night was very dark 
and somewhat stormy, told Carter we 
must waitior daylight; so lav to and 
dodged about unotil5a. m., when we 
passed him the other end of the wire 
rope, and fastened it on with an anchor 
shackle to the bridlechain, made fast 
at one end to the clamp on sternpost 
and the other passed round the drum. 

This gave us the first opportunity of 
speaking to Carter since we started. 
He reported the sbip all right and wa- 
ter tight, fixings all right; the upper 
bolts of chain sheaves, crab winch, etc., 
had leaked a little at first, and given 
some trouble, but they had stopped al! 
with cement. I thought Carter looked 
careworn; he must have a terribly 
anxious time, and is constantly on deck, 
a8 uis boatswain is laid up ill with con- 
gesilon of the liver. He can get no rest 
day or night and I wonder how any one 
can sieep in such a “rocking-horse,”’ 
pitching all most constantly fifteen times 
aminute. I expect we will bave totry 
and ship a mate for him at Gibraltars 
unless | can persuade the captain to 
spare the second mate from the ship, 
who is a capital young fellow, and 
anxious to go on to the Cleopatra. 

I will keep this open till we get to 
Algiers and will telegraph you there, 
and post this via anediiens by which 
route it may chance to reach you before 
one from Gibsaltar could. But I will 
also post a press copy of this from Gib., 
as we hope not to have much more news 
to report when we get there. We 
should reach there on Saturday, the 6th 
inst., and even if we have fine weather 
can’t caleulate on reaching Falwouth 
in less than nine or ten days, s0 we ma 
hope to drop anchor there. “Inshaliah,” 
any time between the 15th and 20th 
inst.

AT4 Lae WiTH GEN, JOHNSTON, 


An Openieg for Capital and Labor 
New York Tribune, 25th. 

General Joseph E. Johnston is 
spending a few days in the city, at the 
New York hotel. Though he has been 
actively engaged in business for a con- 
siderable time, as the agent for an in- 
surance compay, he still retains what 
a soldier seldom loses, a military bear- 
ing. His statureis short and his form 
is slight, but in spite of advancing 
years, he is erectand full-chrsted. His 
hair and beard are gray, almost white. 
His voice is firm and pleasant in its 
intonations. General Johnston declin- 
ed, yesterday, to talk on political sub- 
jects. “Not because I am crabbed,”’ 
or “unwilling to give information. | 
should be very glad if I could say 
anything which would be of value to 
the Tribune. But my time and my 
thoughts are devoted to the business 
by which I support myself. lam not 
in communication with, politicians, 
and do not often move in public cir 
cles, and I could not speak with any 
authority upon subjects of political 
importance’ Upon being reminded 
that the views and impressions of a 
private gentleman, formed from an in- 
dependent point of view, were oiten 
1uost interesting and valuable, Genera! 
Johnston laughingly responded: “But 
I might make a mistake, you see, and 
I should not like to have my remarks 
proclaimed as an index of southern 
feeling.” 

The reporter then said: “Perhaps I 
should not ask you to say anything on 
the subject of politics, but to speak of 
the general condition of the south, and 
of your own personal experiences.” 
General Johnston replied: “I am not 
sure that I could say anything ot such 
matters that would be worth printing. 
Southern people are complaining of 
hard times, just as you are in the north. 
The policy which withdrew troops from 
the south was certainly calculated to 
restore prosperity to that part of the 
country, but there has hardly been 
time for the development of such a re- 
sult. The withdrawal of the troops 
hes already done much in one way. 
It has brought abouta spirit of hope- 
fulness which acts as a stimulus to 
exertion. In that way the south 1s 
already feeling its result. With regard 
to agricultural interests, I believe that 
one class of persons engaged in agricul- 
turein the south, is more prosperous 
than before the war. There are, as 
you know, two classes—the planters, 
and the small farmers, as they are 
called, who, on a little ground, raise 
enough to support them, having a few 
cattle for their food, etc. ‘They also 
plant a little cotton for sale. Now be~ 
fore the war, these small farmers did 
theirown work, with the assistance of 
their sons. There were thus several 
families to support from the land, and 
not much could be laid by. Now they 
hire from time to time, as necessity 
requires, twoor three men to help 
them in their work, There are no 
families to support, and there 18 no 
waste of labor. I believe such men, 
with, perhaps, a hundred acres of cot» 
ton, are doing better than before the 
war. On the plantations, however, 
where men are hired by the year, it is 
different.” : 

(jeneral Johnston remarked that he 
constantly heard complaints in the 
south of a scarcity of laborers. ‘‘l 
rather doubt,” he contimued, “if more 
work~people ‘are so urgently needed 
there. I am sure that white laborers 
could find enough to d» inthe south. 
It isa mistake to suppose that white 
men could not endure working in the 
southern climate. betore the war, 
certain labor on the sugar plantations 
of Louisiana was performed bv Irish- 
men. The planters would not allow 
their negroes to doit. My experience 
in the war convinced me that men not 
especially accustomed to the climate 
endured it remarkably well. There is 
a great field in the south for manufac- 
turing industry, and I believe that in 
some departments of it, at least, there 
is now greater prosperity than in the 
north. The cotton manufacturers, I 
am led to think, are doing better in 
the south than here. My own busi- 
ness of insurance affords me some op- 
portunity to inform myself on that 
puint.”

The location was chosen partly through 
the proposition of Atianta to furnish 
buildings and rooms for the accommo- 
dation of the state government. This 
proposition was made Feb. 23, 1869, 
and was deemed by the convention a 
better one than that of Macon,made on 
the 27th of the same month. Atlanta, 
atthe subsequent election, repudiated 
| the constitution thus giving her the 
| capital, but upon its ratificatidn cheer- 
| fully complied, not alone with all her 
| promises, but with every demand made 
|upon them upon that basis by an ex- 

acting and over-reaching state adminis- 
tration. The convention of 1877, 
| through a committee of its ablest mem- 
bers, said, in this connection: 

‘After ot gery and careful investigation, we 
are satisfied that the city of Atlanta has acted 
in the utmost good faith, and that they have 
paid every dollar that they have agreed to pay 
towarml the purchase of the capitol building.” 

And further: 

“It gives us pleasure here to state what we 
bad heretofore doubted, that in all things, as 
far as we Can ascertain after a careful investi- 
gation, that the city authorities have not only 
paid all that they ever agreed to pay toward the 
capitol, but that they bave taken up in addi-« 
tion thereto, which they still hold the mortgage, 
jucgemeut and fi fa previously referred to.”’ 

(JuEsTION—Why does Atlanta desire 
the retention of the capital? 

ANSWER— Because she esteems it a 
great attraction, an influence favorable 
to her increase in trade 
and population, and to her 
character as one of the foremost cities 
of the south. She can claim every sen- 
sible reason that can be urged by her 
competitor, and adds to them every 
other that considerations of economy, 
comfort, convenience and state pride 
can suggest, as well as for the purpose 
of bringing within her acquaintance 
the representative men of all portions 
of the state. In proof of all these, she 
has made an offer to donate to the 
state the most valuable site for a state 
house to be found in the soutb, which 
she has owned and been continuously 
beautifying since 1854, and upon it to 
build a capitol, without a dollar’s cost 
to the tax-payers, which shall be as 
good as the one to which they are 
urged to return the governmental es- 
tablishment.

(QQUESTION— Will Atlantacomply with 
the terms of her proposition, if the 
people accept it ?

gaments in favor of Atlanta are sbso- 
lutely irresistible and unanswerable. 
They are based ~~ on facts 
and not npoa assertions. It 
will be perceived that he by no means 
agrees with the editors of the Macon 
Telegraph in respect to the proposition 
made to the people of the state by At- 
lanta. The editors aforesaid state that 


the offer is a bribe—tbhat the terms 


thereof will never be carried out in 
good faith by the city, and that the 
state bas no remedy should Atlanta 
fail to redeem her pledge. Judge 
Reese, one of the mest distinguished 
jurists in the state, is convinced that 
Atlanta will carry out the terms 
of her proposition -to the let- 
ter, and he beses this conviction 
upon the fact that the city has never 
yet failed to meet her obligations. He 
shows, furthermore, what remedy the 
state can apply should Atlanta even 
attempt to evade her proposit‘on, and 
he proves that under the new constitu- 
tion, which is certain to be adopted, 
the city will have full power to carry 
out the terms thereof. Now, which 
should bave the most weight with the 
people, the calm, convincing arguments 
of a distinguished jurist who reasons 
frem facts, or the wild assertions of 
the editors of the Macon Telegraph ? 
Which should commend itself to the 
better judgment of the voter who has 
his own welfare and the welfare of his 
state at heart, the statement ofa lawyer 
whose abilities have made him a leader 
among his people and whose years and 
experience have made him impartial‘ 
orthe random and heated utterances 
of those who are fortified only by prejua- 
dice and sectional feeling.

Sume persons may argue, no matter 
what it costs, let use rebuke the fraud of 
removal froin dilledgeville to Atlanta. 
Co this argument I say, that fraud has 
been fuliy rebuked by the action ot the 
convention in submitting the locating 
of the capital to the peopie. Ita loci- 
tion now, under this action, depends 
on the reasons for and against removal 
to be considered and acte. on bya free 
people. If Atlanta is retained as the 
c.pital the fraud will be removed and 
the location will be fixed by the votes 
of the people. Again, on this 
head; I would say that when the con: 
stitution of 1868 fixing Atlanta as the 
capital was submitted to the voters of 
the state, the unterrificd people of 
Atianta, surrounded with soldiers, and 
living under the hardest and severest 
military control, voted against removal 
to Atlanta. In view of these facts, 
what good man in the state will say that 
the people of Atlanta are promise~ 
breakers, and have coacocted a great 
fraud to deceive the people of Georgia ? 
It is not necessary to incur the losses 
above stated, because Atlanta is not 
accessible to the people of the state, for 
she is accessible to more people of the 
state than any other city or town in it. 
It is not necessary to make the losses 
above enumerated because living is so 
expensiva in Atlanta, as no city or 
town in the state can afford to provide 
and does provide for legislators and 
visitors so cheaply and substantially as 
Atlanta. If we throw out of the cai- 


culation tha $250,000 paid by the state 


on the capitol, aud the $90,000 paid for 
the executive mansion, over 
and above i's value, on the 
ground, that the loss would be estima. 
ted only ou the present value of the 
property, not counting as worth any- 
thing the prospect of a great increase in 
the value of the pubiic property in At- 
lanta from the growth of that wonder- 
ful city, then the loss by the removal 
of the eapital from Atlanta to Milledge- 
ville would be fully $450000 What 
then is the wisest soluuon of the capi- 
tal questiou? In my opinion it is to 
retain the capital at Atlanta, acccept 
the offer of the citv, require Atlanta to 
make a deed to the city hall square, de- 
posit in the state treasury the amount

E jitors Chronicie and Constitution- 
alist: Iu your article of this date upon 
the Georgia marsha!ship, as well as in 
several other zrticles printed during 
the controversy over this office, you 
state that great abuses have existed in 
it.
